Do the depositors propose to institute any 
criminal proceedings? 

“IT can only reply that we propose to get 
our money and to adopt any legal way of 
doing so that is necessary.”

SENT TO RELEASE EDWARD DUNN, 
~ BUT REAOHES A WASTE BASKET. 


Document Cleveland Addressed to Ex- War- 
den Dement by Mistake and He Throws 
it Away Without Examination=His 
Clerk’s Curiosity Saves the Paper from 
Destruction and Gives the Mail-Carrier 
at Joliet His Belated Freedom Might 
Have Had Serious Consequences, 


Generally when a man has been pardoned 
from a State penitentiary his friends hasten 
to deliver the good news and to congratulate 
him upon his once more being a free man 
before the law. Exceptions to this rule are so 
few that they are easily remembered, and 
upon occasion referred to as peculiarities of 
prison life, or perhaps as an evidence of the 
uncertainty of human nature. 

Yet within the last week a President’s par- 
don has been allowed to rest in a waste basket 
until discoved by a clerk, and the prisoner, 
legally free, has been confined behind stone 
walls with hope of relief daily growiag less 
sure, 

The story comes from Joliet and is vouched 
for by people in a position to know the facts 
in the case. The prisoner was behind the 
bars. his friends had secured a pardon signed 
by President Cleveland, the pardon was for- 
warded by mail, kicked from pillar to post, 
finally found lodgment in a waste 
paper basket, and escaped destruction 
only through the curiosity of an of- 
fice clerk, who had no reason to 
suspect the character of the paper thus Care- 
lessly handled.

KANSAS CITY BANK TO RESUME. 


Two-thirds of the Stockholders Meet in 
Chicago and Hear Reports. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of the 
National Bank of Kansas City in this city yes- 
terday it was unanimously decided to resume 
the business of the bank. Sixty-five stock- 
holders, representing ovef 6,100 shares, a 
two-thirds interest, were present from Kan- 
sas, Ohio, Kentucky, and the East. 
William of Covington, Ky., 
formerly President of the Northern 
Bank of Kentucky, was elected Chairman and 
Louis Kuhn of Cincinnati Secretary of the 
meeting. Ihe stockholders heard the reports 
of the officers of the bank and decided, with 
the permission of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, that business be resumed at once. A 
careful investigation of the finances, it was 
said, showed the affairsof the bank to be in 
excellent condition, and by a unanimous vote 
the bank was declared solvent. Ways and 
means for the management will be sought at 
once and the bank will be reopened within 
twenty days upon the policy laid down by the 
Controller in his recommendation. 


THEIR PLAN TO MOVE THE GRAIN CROPS. 


Elevator Companies Say They Are Prom- 
ised Financial Aid from the East. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Aug. 25.—The big eleva- 
tor companies of Minnesota, having failed to 
make an agreement with the farmers and 
banks as to a method of moving the grain 
crop, have taken the bull by the horns and re- 
solved themselves to push the crop to central 
markets as fast as possible. Ten elevators were 
opened today at Lake Crystal, Garden City, 
Vernon, Amboy, Elmore, Madelia, Brewster, 
Sheldon, Sioux Falls, and Montrose. Twenty- 
six more will be opened Monday. The compa- 
nies claim they have the promise of plenty of 
funds from Eastern banks and will pay cur- 
rency or certified checks for all grain pur- 
chased. 

San Franotsoo, Cal., Aug. 25.—The grape 
crop in California this year is a fair one, but 
both vineyardists and winemakers lack the 
necessary funds to take advantage of it. 
They are consequently appealing to various 
banks for the financial aid required, but so 
far have met with little success. If the grow- 
ers and winemakers do not receive some 
financial assistance promptly they will in all 
probability lose their crops, while State 
will suffer to the extent of at least several 
millions. So far as is at present known there 
are only two winemakers who have definitely 
stated their intention to buy, and the total 
amount of their intended purchase is only 
some 7,000 tons, 


GO FISHING WITH THE PRESIDENT. 


Gov. Russell, Joe Jefferson, and Secretary

Buzzarp’s Bay, Mass., Aug. 25.—The Presi- 
dent’s boat carried a jolly party down Buz- 
zard’s Bay this afternoon.

Gaunt Young Man Appears. 

Presently white-haired Elisha Gray was 
seen escorting a tall, gaunt young man toward 
the platforn. The young man smiled with 
pleasure but modestly kept his eyes on the 
floor. His cheeks were hollow, his black eyes 
sunken. Intense and continuous application 
to his work has sapped his energy 
until his friends say he 
almost reached the point of dissolution. A 
gentleman who dined with him a week ago 
says he could scarcely make himself heard 
across the table, he was so worn out. He has 
glossy black hair parted in the middle, a 
mustache, heavy under his aquiline nose, 


fading to a suggestion at the sides of his 


mouth. His sunken eyes are dark, but spark- 
ling with animation; his ears are large and 
stand out from his head. He wore a neat 
four-button cutaway suit of brownish gray. 

When the applause had died away it was 
found he had come to address the electrical 
congress upon some new inventions of his. 
He said one of the main springs which drove 
him into the inventions he proposed to ex- 
hibit was the hope of finding a way to trans- 
mit intelligence by sending currents through 
the earth. He then descri the evolution 
of the idea until after long continued experi- 
ments he secured vibrations of the air 
which would tear apart steel rods one-quarter 
inch thich. He first thought to combine the 
apparatus with a magnetic field. He then ex- 
hidited what he called an oscillator, which is 
a motor driven for purposes of experiment by 
compressed air, in which an air cushion was 
used to secure regularity of motion. The 
pressure in this air cushion reached sixteen 
tons at the end of the stroke, which was short. 

Secures Constant Oscillation, 

The apparatus on exhibition made eighty 
vibrations a second, but he had constructed 
others that made 5,000 to 10,000 a second. 
It was easy to secure any kind of oscillation 
desired which would be perfectly constant, so 
constant that a clock could be run by it. He 
had intended to show the clock operated by 
the oscillator, but it had been broken in 
transit. 

When the gaunt young man said there were 
many applications of this oscillatory prin- 
ciple and that it would produce a current that 
would never be affected by varying load or 
by any other condition the assembly of emi- 
nent scientists applauded long and loud. He 
attached a magnet to the oscillator, and, 
placing a copper disk between the poles, ex- 
ploded an old theory that the currents in the 
metal would not be affected. The chief em- 
ployment of his mechanism, he said, 
would be to produce an electric 
current. He would produce at a central sta- 
tion a current of a great many periods and at 
points on the line could be placed synchro- 
nous motors that would run with perfect regu- 
larity—regularly enough to run clocks if need 
be. In a word, he had found a way of pro- 
ducing a current of absolutely constant 
periods. 

Pocket Edition of a Dynamo, 

Thé lecturer exhibited attached to the oscil. 
lator a dynamo that one could readily carry 
in the crown of one’s hat which would develop 
one-half horse power, and the scientists and 
electricians applauded again. He had revo. 
lutionized dynamo building, for he had ob. 
viated the difficulties attending rotating 
inertia. The output and efficiency depended 
on the number of strokes of the piston. The 
young inventor modestly protested that he 
did not elaim much for his invention but 
hoped for a great deal. 

The great majority of those who came, came 
with the expectation of seeing Tesla pass a 
current of 250,000 volts through his body 
and perform the marvelous feats with lamps 
lighted through his body that set Paris wild. 
It is a mistaken impression which seems 
quite general, said an eminent English elec. 
trician, that Tesla passes this current of 
many thousand volts and of enormous fre. 
quency through his body. He does nothing 
of the sort; it would kill him instantly to do 
so. He does not place himself in this current 
at all; he only taps it with ole hand, being 
well insulated at the time. The lighting of 
the lamp is due to static, not dynamic ac. 


tion. The light is phosphorescent, not 


light without 
heat. Tesla is working in this ion, and 
this is what gives such zest to his investiga.

ACTOR CURTIS FOUND NOT GUILTY. 


“Sam’l of Posen” Goes Free at the End 
of His Third Trial. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 25.—[United 
Press Dispatch.}—The third trial of M. B. 
Curtis, the actor, charged with the murder of 
Police Officer Grant, ended this afternoon in 
the acquittal of the defendant. District-At- 
torney Barnes concluded his argument this 
morning and urged tliejury to find the de- 
fendant guilty of murder, though he did not 
dwell on the first degree. He said the chain 
of circumstantial evidence was complete and 
also that the direct evidence showed only two 
men present on the night of the murder. One 
was Grant, now in his grave, the other the 
defendant at the bar. The Judge instructed 
that the jury might find the defendant guilty 
of murder in either degree or of man- 
slaughter. The jury went out before noon 
and brought in a verdict by 2:30 of not 
guilty. The first ballot stood nine for ac- 
quittaland three for conviction, the second 
ballot eleven to one, and the third ballot for 
acquittal, Mrs. Curtis was very cool but 
Curtis was nervous when the jury came in. 
The defendant at once shook their hands. It 
has been believed that the jury would hang 
and the verdict was somewhat of a surprise.

rday spoke for the negro race at the Co- 
jumbian Exposition. Shaking his white mane 
and trembling with the vehemence of his elo- 
uence the old man for more than half an 
hour held 2,500 persons under a spell. 

It wag Colored American day at the Fair. 
All the morning a great crowd of colored peo- 
ple had been gathered about Festival Hall. 
Many of the men had brought their families. 
They were waiting anxiously for the opening 
of the exercises. At 3 o’clock 2,500 
people were in the hall, two thirds of them 
negroes. Fred Douglass was greeted with 
applause ashe walked across the stage to 
take the chair. With him was Isabella Bee- 
cher Hooker, sister of Henry Ward Beecher 
and of Harriet Beecher Stowe. She wore an 
old-fashioned dress of gray silk. On either 
side of her sat her nieces, two pretty young 
girls in white duck gowns, trimmed with 


| pink. They are the daughters of Col. James 


Beecher, who raised the first colored regiment 
in South Carolina during the war. Leading 
one of her sweet nieces with each hand the 
old lady came forward to the front of the 
stage and was presented to the cheering audi- 
ence by the venerable Douglass.

POSE ON REAL WORKERS. 


Many of the Unemployed Would Not Work 
if They Could Get It—Statistics Which 
Show That There Are Not More than 25,- 
000 Idle Workmen in Chicago—Yester- 
day’s Parade Closely Watched by the Po- 
lice — Mayor 
Labor Relief Committee. 


It is believed that the estimate as to the 
number of men out of work in Chicago is 
greatly exaggerated. There is always a float- 
ing idle population here of several thousand. 
There is a State Bureau of Labor Statistics 
which should keep some sort of register, but 
it has never done anything but keep sober and 
draw salary. Many men were thrown out of 
work at the completion of the World's Fair. 
They had been receiving good wages. Then 
came the money stringency, factories and 
mills elosed, and labor was shut out. The 
only basis for figuring on the present labor 
situation is the report of the factory inspec- 
tors in 1892, meant to show the number of 
employing firms and employés in Chicago 
The report shows that at the close of 1892 
there were 66,460 firms and companies in the 
city gwing employment to 551,123 persons, 
of whom 471,384 were males and 79,739 fe- 
males. 

The following table gives a classification of 
the several industries enumerated where over 
1,000 persons are employed: 

TABLE OF LARGER INDUSTRIES. 
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It is not believed that there are more than 
25,000 persons out of work and actually 
seeking and in u t need of employment. 
Many of those fl) liug the streets with cries of 
„We want work!“ would not work if it were 
offered them. Hundreds are drifters who 
come in on the tops of box cars to escape be- 
ing arrested as vagrants in other cities. They 
are the terror of the free lunch counter. 
Some are professional agitators. They are 
speechmakers. Their mouths are the only

PARADE ACCOMPANIED BY POLICE, 


Unemployed Poles and Bohemians Make 
Their Regular Daily Demonstration. 


There were 1,000 men in yesterday’s parade 
of the unemployed. It was a considerable in- 
crease over the number in line the day before. 
They met at the Columbus statue at 2 o’clock 
p. m. and began making speeches in English, 
German, Bohemian, and Polish. The crowd 
increased rapidly until at one time it reached 
4,000. Among them were hundreds of sim- 
ple on-lookers. At 3:30 o’clock they formed 
in line, and, headed by the Stars and Stripes 
and a motto reading We want work,” 
marched northward on Michigan avenue. 

Everything went quietly until the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Randolph street was 
reached, when a teamster whipped up his 
horses and tried to break through the 
ranks. The parade broke and every 
marcher ran bowling toward him. 
A roar went up like the 
lashing of the sea on the rocks. The four 
crossing policemen ran to the center of the 
streets, gathered about the teamster, held u 
their clubs. and finally appeased the crowd. 
The teamster cowered, his face whitened, 
the blood departed from the faces of the offi- 
cers for a moment, but their coolness saved 
the teamster from injury, and perhaps death. 

The line was formed in, marched slowly 
and quietly up around the City Hall, down 
Madison to State, on State to Adams, then to 
Michigan avenue, to the statue, where speak- 
ing was resumed and continued until 5:30 
o’clock. It was announced that there would 
be speaking at the statue and a parade today.

ILLINOIS STEEL WORKS TO CLOSE, 


Lack of Business Will Throw 3,000 Men 
Dutt of Employment. 

The Illinois Steel company, one of the 
largest institutions of the kind in the country, 
is to close down next month. Over 3,000 
men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment. There is not work enough 
to keep the men busy longer. 
Many South Chicago residents, among them 
some now without homes. are dependent upon 
labor in the great rolling-mills of the Illinois 
Steel com for work. 

The North Chicago rolli mills are also 
operated by the Illinois Steel company. The 
working force at that place was reduced over 
1,000 men some weeks ago. The declaration 
of the corporation was not wholly unexpect- 
ed. About two weeks’ more work is on hand, 
and after that the plant is to close. 

Secretary Gray of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany yesterday confirmed the report.

PASSES AWAY SUDDENLY. 


His Friends Greatly Shocked by the Un- 
expected Announcement of His Death 
at Dev Lake=He Had Been for a 
Long Time a Leading Citizen of Evans- 
ton= Chicago Board of Underwriters 
Takes Action on the Loss of Ite Presi+ 
dent, 


Capt. James Ayars died yesterday at Devil’s 
disease. The an- 
nouncement greatly, shocked and surprised 
his numerous friends in the city, as he was 
not known tobe ill, He went to Devil's Lake 
a month ago to spend his vacation at the Cliff 
House there, where he had been every sum- 
mer for the last twelve years, and he was in 
his usual health untii Tuesday last, when he 
was prostrated with kidney trouble and died 
after two days’: illness. His wife and sons 
were with him at the end. 

Capt. Ayars was one of the best known in- 
surance men in the city and for two tertns had 
been the presiding officer of the Chicago 
Board of Caderertinn’. He came to Chi- 
cago immediately after the fire, and from the 
first was prominent in civic as well as insur- 
ance affairs. He wasa member of the origi- 
nal Board of Fire Commissioners when the 
first fire department was organized and later 
was Commissioner of Internal Revenue under 
President Grant. When he first came to this 
city he went into the grain business in part- 
nership with H. H. Brown, but he has for 
nearly twenty-five years been closely identi- 
fied with insurance interests here, When the 
Phoenix Insurance company established a 
Western office he was placed in charge of it and 
has ever since been connected with that compa- 
ny.

Three Encounters with the Military and 
Over 1,000 Arrests Made. 

Rome, Aug. 25.—The striking cab drivers 
in Naples have been fighting the police today 
in several quarters of the city.

‘HOMES 
SOENES OF THE DAY AFTER THE 
SOUTH OHIOAGO FIRE. 


People Visit the Spots Where Their Homes 
Stood und Try to Find Somethjng of 


Value—Pathetic Incidents Among the, 


Homeless = Citizens Form Into Relief 
Committees and Issue an Appeal for 
Aid Needed=One Man Has Missed His 
Wife and Child- The Loss. 


Smoldering ruins and tall, dangerous-look- 
ing brick chimneys are the only evidences of 
the once populous portion of South Chicago 
which was consumed by fire Thursday even- 
ing. Groups of sad-hearted people hunted 
out the ruins of their once happy homes and 
dug into the débris with the forlorn hope of 
finding something valuable which they had 
left in their mad haste to escape the flames. 
Thousands of sightseers who had read of the 
awful conflagration wandered about looking 
for relics to carry away in remembrance of 
the event. Here and there a few 
firemen still lingered, throwing desul- 
tory streams of water on the dying 
embers. Nonchalantly guarding the bare 
waste of ruins stood policemen at every cor- 
ner, sullenly refusing to answer questions. 
Families that had been burned out the night 
before came back and took a lingering survey 
of the scene and turned eway to again begin 
the battle against adversity. 

Around the business center of the town 
hurried meetings were held to devise ways 
and means to ward off starvation from the 
suffering town. A short and excited meeting 
of citizens Thursday evening at Turner 
Hall appointed the following named gentle- 
men to act as relief committee:

1901-1911 State street, saying he 
would furnish gratis beds antl bedding for 
100 people. This aroused enthusiasm, and 
offers of aid were freely tendered. Mrs. 
Ruby offered board and lodging for ten fam- 
ilies. Frank Lederer and ex-Ald. Hummel 
have a house on the East Side which will ac- 
commodate twenty people and seven rooms in 
the Tobin Block. These were offered free to 
sufferers. E. C. Summerfield turned over a 
large vacant store building for the use of the 
committee. 

Money for Relief, 

A number of the benevolent lodges of 
South Chicago held meetings last night and 
— nt money for the relief of mem- 
bers who had suffered loss, Last night a 
rousing meeting was held in Turner Hall and 
large donations of money, clothing, and fur- 
niture were received. Walter Downing. a 
sufferer of the fire, with a widowed mother 
and no work, was hired to atterd to the re- 
ceiving of contributions at the office of C. F. 
1 where a permanent headquarters 
has been opened. During the afternoon a 
number of checks for money were received 
and the plan of relief was fairly under 
way. It was claimed that during the 
morning irresponsible persons had been 
around collecting money for the benefit of the 
sufferers. They were careful in their work, 
for the police who were watching for that kind 
of work failed to catch them. A list of the 
committee appointed was handed to the po- 
lice with instructions to arrest any persons 
other than these who solicit subscriptions. 

It Was claimed vandals had been at work 
and a great amount of property had been 
stolen. During the day a number of losses 
were reported at the police station. The most 
of these, however, were found to beimaginary, 
asthe property was fourid afterward. One 
arrest was made the night of the fire. Of- 
ficer George Kerr arrested John Doyle 
for stealing twenty-five bottles of whisky 
from a burning saloon. He was taken before 
Justice Quinn yesterday and fined $1 per bot- 
tle—$25. No other arrests for petty thievery 
were made and it is not believed by the police 
that much of it was done. 

All those who were injuredin the fire are 
recovering and it is not believed any fatali- 
ties will result except possibly in the case of 
Mrs. Francis Colburn, No. 159 Ninety-first 
street. She was ina burning building and in- 
haled considerable smoke that combined 
with nervous prostration leaves her in a crit- 
ical condition. 

Wife and Children Missing. 


Yesterday nent Charles Harlis, a steel 
inspector for the Illinois Steel company, 
rushed into the police station almost frantic 
with grief and said he feared his wife, Lucy, 
and two children, 2 and 5 years old, had per- 
ished in the flames. Ali day the grief-stricken 
father and numerous friends dug in the ruins 
and searched the city for a trace of the miss- 
ing ones, but up to a late hour last night were 
unsuccessful. 

The city authorities were scored unmerci- 
fully by the citizens of South Chicago yester- 
day. ey attribute their great loss to the 
apathy of these officials in delaying a proper 
supply of fire engines to be located in that 
part of the corporation. The entire district 
embraced by South Chicago has but one fire 
engine, and the people have often 
asked themselves what they would do 
should they be so unfortunate as to have two 
fires at one time. At best it is a dangerous 
district for fires, being built up almost entire- 
ly of wood. This was clearly shown last night. 
Another thing that delayed the engine when 
it arrived on the scene was the low pressure in 
the hydrants. The water had not enough 
force behind it to throw it ten feet. All in all, 
the citizens have just cause for complaint. At 
the police station it was said not enough fire- 
alarm boxes were located in the district. The 
alarm sent in by Officer Busse through a pa- 
trol box to the police station had to be tele. 
phoned to the fire-alarm station at Englewood 
and then back again to Engine company No. 
46, located only a couple doors from the 
lice station. This takes up a — 
amount of valuable time when a fire is 
raging. 

Did Not Cause the Fire, 

Mrs. William Gillis is indignant over the 
published report that she was the cause of the 
fire through her love for toilet decorations. 
She does not live within a block of where the 
fire started and was not at home at the tim e, 
being at the Fair. 

What will add in a: great measure to the 
loss of the residents of the burnt district is 
the fact thata great number of the people 
who had caught the panic some weeks 0 
and had drawn their money from the bene 
lost nearly every dollar. In several cases it 
amounted to a considerable sum. A 
young woman on Buffalo avenue had 
withdrawn $700 from bank a 
few days ago. She had three trunks, and in 
the bottom of one the money was deposited. 
When the fire threatened the house two of the 
trunks were hastily carried out and saved. 
The one with the money was lost. Frederick 
Russell, on Superior avenue, had $100 burned 
up. Walter Peckford, living on Ninety-first 
street, lost $150. Mrs. Lundin, a widow, 
No. 9036 Green Bay avenue, with three chil. 
dren, lost her little mite and is now entirely 
destitute. Mrs. Benson, a widow, No. 9035 
Green Bay avenue, lost everything. She sup-

Thirty Guests at No. 6875 Stony Island 
Avenue Have a Narrow Escape. 

Fire in a two-story frame hotel, No. 6875 
Stony Island avenue, at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning, destroyed $7,000 worth of property 
and gave thirty guests a race for life. David 
Meyers owned the building and hotel equip- 
ment.

A Clearing-House Certificate. 


CutcaGo, Aug. 23.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Would you outline briefly the progress of a clear- 
ing-house certificate from the time of its issue to 
its redemption? By giving such information 
through your valuable paper you will confer a 
great favor. HoOwARD. 


EXPLANATION. 

The clearing-house certificate is a rediscount of 
securities held by a bank which is a member of 
the association that authorizes a committee to 
issue such certificates to the amount of (say) 75 
per cent of the value of the securities pledged 
against it or them. The certificate is 
available for the payment of balances in 
the clearing-house, and is used for that 
purpose. It is counted in as part of the resources 
of the bank receiving it, and the bank holding it 
draws 6 per cent per annum interest from the one 
to which it was issued, but the Controller of the 
Currency does not count the certificate as form- 
ing part of the legal reserve held by a bank. The 
certificate is checked against as other resources 
would be, but with the obvious disadvantage that 
it is not immediately available for currency and 
that no bank or merchant outside the clearing- 
house association authorizing it is obliged to ac- 
cept the certificate in satisfaction of a debt or 
other account, The certificate floats around in 
the limited circle the members of which have 
agreed to accept it till some bank feels able to 
retire it, and then it ceases to exist. That is the 
last stage of all that ends this strange, eventful 
history.” 


Questions and Answers. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 23, 1893. — [Editor of Tho 
Tribune. ] — Do the free coinage men propose 
to redeem silver in gold? [No.] If yes, 
whence do they propose to get the gold? [They 
do not propose to get it.] If no, do they expect 
that silver will rule at par with gold? [Some of 
the Rocky Mountain miners pretend to think so; 
but the Populists neither believe nor desire it. 
They want silver to rule low, the lower the better.] 
If they do not expect it will rule at par with gold, 
at what price do they expect it will rule? [The 
mass of the free silverites don’t care.] If it has 
no redeemer, what will prevent its dropping 
as compared with gold to the price of silver bull- 
ion?

IOWA'S NEXT GOVERNOR. .

Enthusiastic Reception Tendered the Hon. 
Frank D. Jackson, Republican Nomi- 
nee=Campaign Clubs Turn Out in Force 
Hall Packed with Earnest Supporters 


of the Old PartyAuthor of the Prohi- 
bition Law Writes a Letter Indorsing 
Entire Ticket and Predicts Victory. 


Des Mores, Ia., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
The Republican campaign in Des Moines and 
Polk County was brilliantly opened tonight. 
The occasion was the ratification of the nomi- 
nations made and the platform adopted at the 
Republican convention last week. The hero 
of the meeting was the nominee for Governor, 
Frank D. Jackson. At 7 o’clock the ten or 
twelve Republican clubs in the city, from the 
veteran Tippecanoes to the Young Men’s Re- 
publican club, began to assemble. A delega- 
tiog of the various clubs marched to North 
Des Moines, where the Garfield club, of 
which Mr. Jackson is a charter member, was 
in waiting. A procession was formed and 
marched through the principal streets of the

meeting was held at Calvary Mission 
hall, where a week ago the chet ‘wes nom- 
inated which Mr. Jackson heads. The hall 
was finely decorated for the occasion. It was

a8 an array of vice-presidents and speakers. 
Lafe Young, Mr. Jackson's principal com- 
petitor for the nomination for Governor, 
presided. He “opened the meeting by 
reading a letter from Gen. F. II. 
Drake ot Centerville, who was 
another 4 in oe ne for Governor. 
s also rega as a leader in 
Christian church, which is devoted to tard — 
ance. His letter planted him squarely on the 
platform. In it he said that all minor differ. 
ences ought now to be laid aside and all Re 
ublicans unite to win the best victory in 
owa in a dozen years. After a short speech 
from Mr. Young, in which he said many 
pointed things about the present condition of 
the country and the responsibility of the 
Democratic party, he introduced Mr. Jackson. 
Jackson’s Splendid Reception, 

The audience rose almost en masse to 
welcome him, shouting and waving flags. 
Mr. Jaekson was overwhelmed by the cor- 
diality of the welcome. When quiet had been. 
restored he began delivering a prepared 
speech, using his manuscript quite fre- 
quently.. In a few minutes the audience 
began to enthuse, and applause crowded 
every paragraph of the pointed and well- 
delivered speech. Mr. Jackson showed that 
he has the snap and vigor of a strong cam- 

igner,and after hearing him tonght the 

publicans are more enthusiastic than ever. 
They realize that they have the standard- 
bearer this year who will be able. to lead them 
on thestump. Mr. Jackson began his speech 
with references to the national issues now 
prominent before the people ahd ridiculed 
the Democratic party for declaring in its 
platform adopted this week that the McKin- 
ley law is responsible for the hard times. 
He said he hoped that the Democrats in Iowa 
and the Democrats in the West will be able to 
agree as to the cause of the hard times and come 
to some conclusion as to what remedies to 
apply. The party had been in power six 
months and Congress had been in session for 
several weeks but nothing had yet been done 
to bring relief. 

The most interest was naturally felt in 
what Mr. Jackson had to say in regard to the 
question of prohibition, which is still a 
topic of discussion here, especially after the 
movement for an independent party which 
was started here last night.

was in New York last week he saw tho 

of men parading the streets of the great city 
crying for work and for bread, That cry was 
one of the products of Democratic business 
policies, or rather the lack of business poli- 
cies. He appealed to every Republican in 
lowa to stand by the colors for a decisive Re- 
publican victory in November, and this State 
will in a measure stay the hand of Democratic 
misrule, while a Democratic victory would 
mean a continuation of financial and indus- 
trial slaughter.

DROWNED WHILE OUT FISHING. 


George Burnet, Late Cashier of a Defunct 
Bank, Found Dead in a Small Stream. 
“Manitowoc; Wis., Aug. 25,—[Special.)— 
George Burnet, late cashier of the defunct 
State Bank of this.city, was drowned under 
peculiar circumstances this morning. He 
left his home early and started on a fishing 
expedition up the river. His body was found 
at a point where the water is not deep, The 
supposition of the police authorities is that he 
accidentaliy fell into the river and was so bad- 


ly stunned by the fall that he drowned while 


still unconscious. The theory of foul play 
was advanced, but little credence was given to 
it, as he had been seen alone only a short 
time before, and he was not known to have an 
enemy in the town. He had been conpected 
with the bank for twenty-two years, and was 
formerly a school teacher. He was 44 years 
of age, and leaves a wife and onechild. The 
untimely demise of Mr. Burnet recalls the 
sudden death of C. C. Barnes at the home of 
his sister in Charlevoix, Mich., about two 
weeks ago. Mr. Barnes was President of the 
defunct State Bank, and it was supposed*that 
the financial troubles hastened his death. 


HISTORY OF THE WHITECAPS. 


The Organization of the Body in Indiana 
Is Going to Pieces Rapid?y. 

Corypon, Ind., Aug. 26.—The following is 

given as the history of the Whitecap organ- 


ization: 

It is a well-known fagt that kay n in 
Harrison County had an organized band of ite- 
caps a few years ago, but at this time there is 
but one lodge or band.“ and it holds regu- 
lar meetings at a point about six miles sonth of 
Corydon. The organization is ing to pieces 
because of the public sentiment t is growing 
in the county against Whitecap methods. Three 
years ago there was a county organization of White 
caps and there was a Chairman and “Secre- 
tary of the society. All of the thirteen town- 
J. had organizations. and each of these has a 
Chairman and Secretary.“ County assem- 
blies were held and delegates were sent from the 
different organizations. Meetings were held in 
sink holes in the forest, and sentinels were 
stationed to protect the meeting from intrusion. 
Signs, grips, and passwords were used just as in 
other secret societies. 

The obligation was amost binding one. The 
candidate was required to get down on his knees 
aud look into the muzzle of a gun while he took 
the oath. He did not obligate himself to goon 
any raids, as that was to be done voluntarily, but 
ifhe did go he obligated himself to obey all 
commands of the Captain. Furthermore, he 
pledged himself to give such assist- 
ance , as he could to his brother 
if he should ever be arrested; to go 
to the place of trial and get on the jury if possi- 
ble. One of the laws was that if a Whitecap 
should be wounded while on a raid he should be 
shot by his associates. Dead men tell no tales”’ 
was their password for a long time. 

About fourteen years ago an eminent citizen 
was “chairman” of the county organizatioa of 
Whitecaps. He was no less a personage than a 
Judge of the Circuit Court, if the statements of 
certain Whitecaps be true. The Judge is now 
dead, but his memory is cherished by his former 
associates. Just how the Whitecap organization 
came into existence no one seems to know. It 
has been fully forty years since the first case of 
whitecapping was reported. At that time they 
called themselves Paderoles (Patrols), and it 
seems the idea came from the South, where Pa- 
deroling,”’ or patrolling, was practiced in the days 
of slavery. ' 


Pardoned Because He Was a Dupe. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 25.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld today pardoned Justus Kroper, who was 
convicted of forgery at the Novemberterm, 1892, 
of the Circuit Court of Coles: County and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary at Chester for one 
year.

FIRST NEWS RECEIVED IS DEATH. 


James Hogan Thinks 10 is Long Lost Broth- 
er Is a Man Found Murdered. 


James Hogan, No, 778 Thirty-seventh 
street, for the past two decades a night- 
watchman for the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway, believes he has found a brother whom 
he has been searching for during the last 
quarter of a century. A fortnight ago, in 
Shelbyville, Ind., a strange old man named 
John Hogan died under circumstances 
hedged about with all the features of a weird 
romance, 

John Hogan came to Shelbyville two years 
ago. He appeared to be without resources of 
any kind, but staid in the town, asked no fa- 
vors, and kept his own counsel. Hogan rented 
a little house in the suburbs and there lived 
alone. Children made a wide detour about 
the uncanny place and skeptics told of vast 
sums of gold the old man was 
said to have buried in the cellar under the 
queer old house and last Monday the old man 
was found dead. Beside him on the bed lay a 
revolver with two chambers empty, and a 
bloody file. The sheets were flecked with 
blood stains and marked with rents and 
begrimed spots that told of a protracted 
struggle. It was apparent the old man had 
been murdered, but for what object the 
Shelbyville authorities did not determine. No 
one had ever been in the house before the old 
man died, and whether anything was removed 
from the room or the plain oaken cabinet that 
faced the bed could not be ascertained. 

Then happened a strange thing. The cor- 
oner in examining the remains found the 
sleeve linings filled with greenbacks of large 
denominations, while hundreds of dollars in 
gold were sewed in other portions of the 
man’s clothing. 

think that man was my brother,“ said 
James Hogan yesterday. “Ihave written to 
the Shelbyville police, but have not yet re- 
ceived an answer from them. For forty-five 

ears I have not heard from my brother. The 

ast time I heard he was in Columbus, O. I 
was then in Parish Gilmay, Kilkenny County, 
Ireland, and my brother had been in this 
country about five; ears. That letter was the 
firat word that we had received from him 
since he left home. He wanted father to for- 
give him, he wrote, for you see he had 
taken £20 and ran away from home. 
In fact, he was always of 
a roving dispositicn and when, as a lad, he 
got a little money, he would go to Dublin or 

aterford and there he would stay until the 
money wasspent. My father wrote him the 
day that we received the letter. Nine months 
later my father’s letter came back from the 
dead letter office.

vertised in many papers for him during the 
last few years. I thought he was in Indiana. 
From the description o Hogan that was 
killed in Shelbyville Iam convinced he was 
my brother and, if so, there will probably be 
found papers among his effects that will 
prove it beyond a doubt.

Haughey and the Coffins and to look after the 
intesest of those who have been mulcted out 
of a million dollars. It was agreed to give 
the lawyer 8 per cent of all funds collected 
up to $200,000, which means a fee of 
$6,000, as it is figured that nearly $300,000 
will be collected. Several heavy depositors, 
who are believed to have been partially se- 
cured by the Haugheys, were at the meeting 
and attempted to kill the plan, but they were 
hooted down. Such a rumpus was kicked up 
that Receiver Hawkins announced today that 
all depositors who had been surreptitiously 


secured by collateral handed over by Mr. 


Haughey had been called on and the collat- 
eral is now in the bank vaults. This includes 
about $90,000 worth of paper which State 
Treasurer Gall had got hold of in lieu of 


‘$65,000 State funds in the bank when it 


failed. Itis said nearly $150,000 has been 
thus recovered. Expert Hayes has arrived 
and is now going through the bank’s assets to 
ferret out the frauds. 


ATTACK MADEON NEW YORK BANKS. 


Kansas Commissioner Issues a Circular te 
State and Private Inatitutions, 

Topeka, Kas., Aug. 25.—State Bank Com- 
missioner Breidenthal has issued a circular 
letter to all State and private banks in Kansas 
in which he calls attention to the refusal of 
New York banks to pay drafts, except through 
the clearing-house, and declares that this 
action would indicate that the banks are in- 
solvent, the United States Supreme Court 
having declared insolvency to be inability to 
meet obligations in the usual ordinary course 
of business, which, applied to a bank, means 
inability to pay the demands that are made 


upon them, not in clearing-house certificates, 


but in cash, lawful money. Hecalls attention 
to Sec. 13 of the Kansas banking law, which 
provides that Each bank shall at all times 
have on hand 20 per cent of its deposits, one- 
half of which may consist of balances due to 
it from good, solvent banks,“ and continues: 
In view of these facts balances due from 
New York City banks in excess of 2 per cent 
of deposits will not be considered as a part of 
your legal reserve until such banks shall 
again resume payment in lawful money of 
the United States.“ He also calls for the 
name of each bank’s New York correspondent 
and the amount on deposit there. 

Asked why he had issued the circular, Com- 
missioner Breidenthal said this morning that 
his reason was apparent in the circular itself. 
It was done for the protection of the banks of 
Kansas. He denied that there was any poli- 
tics in it or that it was intended to bolster up 
Senator Peffer in the stand he took on the 
floor of the Senate last Wednesday. It would 
result, he said, in the withdrawal by the Kan- 
sas banks of their balances in New York and 
the transfer of them to other money centers.

No Standards of Light Fixed. 


Dr. Nichols also presented a report of the 
committee appointed to consider the question 
of standards of light.

Mayor Harrison has a plan for relieving the 
present financial stringency in the city which 
he outlined fully yesterday. It is found in his 
answer to the question, Shall the city issue 
small warrants during the present financial 
stringeticy and increase the circulating me- 


dium, which is greatly circumscribed by the 


tendency of the banks and individuals to 


hoard ?”’ 

Jam willing,” said his Honor, to assist 
in relieving the scarcity of currency in com- 
mercial and business circles by paying city 
obligations as they accrue in warrants of 
small denominations that will go into circula- 
tion and be receivable at the clearing-house 
and in all banks as legitimate currency. Such 
warrants, being based upon money in the 
Treasury, would circulate at par, being re- 
deemable on demand. At the same time, it 
would not be subject to hoarding like 
silver and gold or Federal bank 
bills but would circulate freely , in 
the daily transactions of business. 
I suggest that the city issue small warrants in 
payment of its monthly obligations instead 
of large warrants upon the Treasury, such 
warrants being prin in denominations of 
$5 and $10, and to be receivable at the banks 
and clearing-house. Now if the Chicago banks 
and the people of the city indicate their ap- 

roval of the plan I will at once begin the 

ue of small warrants and keep it up at the 
rate of a million dollars a month approxi- 
mately on what the city pays out every month 
ordinarily on its current obligations which 
aggregate more than $10,000,000 a year. 


An Illustration of the Plan. 


“T might draw an i!lustration ef the man- 
ner in wnich such a measure would afford re- 
lief. For example the city pays the People’s 
Gas Light and Coke company $30,000 on in- 
debtedness. Instead of issuinga single war- 
rant for the amount which would be cashed 
and the $30,000 withdrawn from the bank, 
Controller Wetherell and I would ‘sign and 
issue 6,000 small warrantsof $5 each or 
3,000 warrants of $10 each mate re to 
President Billings or bearer. r. Billings 
could use them to pay his employés, purchase 
supplies, or deposit as he saw fit. These 
small warrants would be perfectly good be- 
cause there is money to redeem them upon 
demand. They would circulate freely at par, 
but there would not be that disposition to 
hoard them and thus withdraw them from 
circulation, which now prompts — in 
regard to other currency. I only use 
the gas company as a single example. 
The same may be said of any of the other 
creditors of the city—contractors and em- 
ployés. The monthly issue of small warrants 
might continue while the present scarcity of 
currency continues, when they could be re- 
deemed and withdrawn from circulation. 

“Of course such a plan would entail a vast 
amount of labor on myself and the Control- 
ler, for we would have to sign every warrant, 
but if the banks and the people would accept 
such a measure of relief we are willing to

M’CLAUGHRY CONTRADICTS CARTER, 


Disclaims All Responsibility for the Work 
of the Harrison Regime. 

It seems, says the Evening Journal, when 
Mayor Harrison said that Maj. McClaughry 
had declared that gambling could not be 
suppressed in Chicago, and that the evil was 
bemg regulated avcording to a plan pro- 
posed by the ex-Chief of Police, he 
was deceived by his fickle memory. 
For Maj. McClaughry disclaims all re- 
responsibility for anything that may be 
done under the Harrison régime. He says that 
his views upon the gambling question may be 
learn ed froin his actions during the Wash- 
burne administration and that whatever regu- 
lations are in force now are of Harrisonian 
origin. One reason for the Major's retiri 
from the Police Department was that he di 
not approve of the policy of the Mayor to- 
ward the gamblers. 

So it appears that this was a rather mean 
attempt of the Mayor to cloak his plans with 
borrowed respectability. It wasas insincere 
as the attack of the Times on the State’s-At- 
torney, of whom, if the charges against him 
are true, nothing worse can be said than that 
he is tarred with the same stick as the ad- 
ministration. 

Isn’t it about time for the Mayor to give 
up the farce? Everybody knows that he was 
the first choice of the gamblers and that they 
rejoiced over his election. Everybody knows 
that since he took his seat the games have 
been running wide open, that there has been 
no such reckless violation of the law since he 
was Mayor before.

Senator David B. Hill defined his position to- 
day. The stifling atmosphere of the Capitol 
did not prevent him having a large audience. 
Hill read his remarks from printed slips, ges- 


turing with his right hand when he became 


emphatic, which was often. His speech was 
the strongest he has made since coming to the 
Senate. It had a good deal in it about free 
bimetallic coinage ”’ and such things without 
outlining any plan for securing free bimetal- 
lic coinage. It was, however, on a plane of 
higher polities than Dan Voorhees’ frenzied 
attack last week on the financial stability of 
the country. 

Hill did not wander off into any strange 
pastures by proposing fiat money, State bank 
wildcats, or anything of the sort. As to the 
basis of free coinage he was, however, fully as 
indefinite as Voorhees. He intimated that he 
did not believe in trying to maintain the com- 
mercial ratio, and this was about all he had to 
say concerning ratios, except to indicate a 
preference for that of the Latin Union, which 
is 15% to 1. The easy way in which heswept 


’ aside the whole question of ratios amused his 


colleagues, who have found that to be a dif- 
fculty which they cannot surmount. 

Hill’s speech was remarkable for the bold- 
ness with which he attacked the policy of the 
Cleveland administration. His declaration 
against Cleveland’s monometallism was in 
line with the plan of the free-silver Democrats 
of the Senate. This is to force a supplement- 
al declaration from Cleveland, outlining the 
financial legislation which he wants after the 
Sherman law is repealed. 


Wants Supplemental Legislation. 

Senator Hill has shrewdly taken advantage 
ofthe President’s omission to recommend 
supplemental legislation. He seeks to make 
Cleveland a gold monometallist pure and 
simple, while he himself stands by the Demo-

Attacks Sir William Harcourt. 


Discussing at,considerable length the mon- 
etary policy of the British Government, Sen- 
ator Hill incidentally alluded to Sir William 
Harcourt, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
on Mr. Gladstone's government, as a burly 
bruiser who knows as much about coinage 
and currencies as John Sullivan,“ He con- 
tinued: 

And it is this finance minister who directs the 
subordination of the silver rupees of India to the 
gold sovereign of Tower Hill. I would myself 
— the idea that the Anglo-Indian ukase is 
merely monumental British stupidity if it were 
the first act in the monetary drama instead of the 
fourth. Great Britain defeated the renewal of 
the parity of gold and silver at the monetary 
conferences of 1878, 1881, and 1892. Great Brit- 
ain, now, in 1893, is combining her Asian with 
her European power to prevent renewal of 
the parity of gold and silver by the Unitéd States 
and France, or other foreign powers at any future 
time. m that the British new fangled 
theory of gold monometallism is an ignorant, 
insular, weak-minded theory. 

The permanent remedy for our financial diffl- 
culties is a return to the bimetallism which 
existed prior to 1878. It bas been stated over 
and over again during the present debate, especi- 
ally in the other House, the country has 
tried the experiment of silver coin and that 
it has 2 failure, and that, therefore, we 
should now return to a gold standard. The 
country has not tried free coinage since it 
was unwittingly abandoned in 1873, but it has 
tried a limited and restricted — 1 silver pur- 
chases, the accumulation of silver ullion, and a 
depreciated currency, all of which have been 
forced upon the country by monometallists 
through miserable compromises obtained from 
silver men. Why not the only remedy that 
has not yet been applied? This great and grow- 
ing country of ours needs a much larger circula- 
tion per capita than any other country in th 
world. It will not answer to compare th 
of our Nation in this — * with the ole 


gressive, finished nations o wl 
wealth is largely controlled by a few i 
The insufficiency of our present volume of cur- 
rency seems to be everywhere conceded, and yet

Difficult Time to Plan. 


Itis a most difficult task at this particular 
juncture to work out a fixed and definite flnan- 
cial plan for the future which shall not 
be subject to revision. We must await the 
effect of India’s unfortunate action. She is 
now following our footsteps, and will sooner or 
later reap the same dreadful harvest. I make the 
prediction that the attempt to impose a gold 
standard upon Great Britain’s Indian empire is 
doomed to ultimate failare. But we must wait 
and see. 

The temporary relief which the coun needs 
at this hour is the prompt repeal of the Sherman 
law. We can discuss our monetary theories 
erward. Our duty now is to stop further silver 

urchases and relievo an almost bankrupt 

reasury from the drain of gold out of its 
vaults. Let us legislate upon the financial ques- 
tion and then return to our homes. At the reg- 
ular session next mber we can resume the 
consideration of the establishment of a perma- 
nent financial system required by the necessities 
of our greater growing country. This is not the 
hour for maki experiments. The country's 
condition forbids it. 

The goal for which the country should steadily 
strive is first: International bimetallism—an 
agreement with at least a few leading nations— 
and if that is absolutely impossible of achieve- 
ment, then independent bimetallism at the earli- 
est moment when the condition of our finances 
and conditions abroad will safely warrant it. 
Our duty to our country and to the cause of bi- 
metallism can best be subserved by a prompt 
repeal of a conce jedly obnoxious measure, taking 
the precaution at the same time that the effect 
of such repeal shall not be miscon- 
strued either at home or abroad; but it is de- 
sizable and all-important that the ‘repealing bill 
should itself declare in general terms what the 
future financial policy of this government is de- 
sired or intended to be.

HOW GROVER CAUGHT SOME VOTES. 


Promises of Silver Legislation- His Plan 
for Coining Bullion on Hand, 

Wasuincton, D. C., Aug. 25.—One of the 
most notable things in connection with the 
silver discussion has been the number of gen- 
tlemen representing free-silver constituencies 
who have announced their determination to 
vote for unconditionai repeal. Not all the 
changes on votes that have been promised 
can be attributed to the influence of patron- 
age. What has had the most influence in their 
apparent change of front is the knowledge 
that important and farreaching action will be 
taken in behalf of silver to maintain it on a 
parity with gold after the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act has been repealed, and 
that the administration is pledged to the 
carrying out of this policy. 

Shortly before President Cleveland left 
Washington to return to Buzzard’s Bay, after 
having witnessed the opening of Congress, he 
called several leading Democratic members 
of both the House and Senate in consultation. 
The members of the House at that early stage 
of the session were confident of success and 
told the President that unconditional repeal 
would have a majority in their branch of 
Congress. e Senators, however, were 
doubtful. The prospect of the passage of the 
administration measures was far from being 
bright and they told Mr. Cleveland so. The 
President was vexed atthe possibility, but 
he authorized the Senators to promise the sil- 
ver men that legislation for the white metal 
should follow repeal and that such a measure 
would receive his signature. Mr. Cleveland’s 
proposition he outlined as follows: 

1. That — — 1 a the Treas- 
ury, amoun ’ ’ ’ 
1 be — 3 

2. That the Sherman notes should, as they were 
presented at the Treasury, be withdrawn from 
——— and silver certificates issued in their 

ace. 

55. That a currency commission should be ap- 
pointed to devise, by a study of the flnancial sys- 
tems of this and other countries, such a sound 
and stable currency of gold, silver, and paper 
money as would be sufficient in volume and effect 
for the proper transaction of the business of the 
country, and that the silver men should have a 
strong representation on this commission. 

By the first 214 the President met 
the demands of the Southern silver men for 
an increased volume of currency, for the 
seigniorage on the coinage of the 133,161. 
875 ounces of silver bullion would amount in 
round figures to $50,000,000. That sum 
would become a part of the available cash as- 
sets of the Treasury and would increase the 
amount of money available for the payment 
of government debts and contracts. There 
are outstanding in round figures $148,000,.- 
000 in Treasury notes. By withdrawing them 
and issuing silver certificates in their place the 
gold reserve, which has been encroached upon 
recently to redeem these notes, would be pro- 
tected. By the agency of acurrency commis- 
sion it would be impossible to provide an elas- 
tic system of currency which would grow with 
the growth of the country and provide for the 
ever-increasing use of silver while maintain- 
ing it on a — with gold at the same ratio 
as at present.

Pooling of Resources Averts Some Threat- 
ened Disasters and Mutual Forbearance 
Foretells the Returning Confidence 
Industrial Establishments Resuming 
Throughout the Country Although There 
Has Been No Marked Decrease in th 
Army of Unemployed. | 


New Yors, Aug. 25.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say: The im- 
. provement observed last week has become 
much more distinct and general. While ac- 
tual transactions have increased but little, the 
change in public feeling is noteworthy. There 
are fewer failures, either of banks or of im- 
portant commercial or manufacturing con- 
cerns, than for some weeks past. Many dis- 
asters have been avoided by amore general 
pooling of resources and a greater spirit of 
mutual helpfulness and forbearance than 
were seen some weeks ago. One large stock 
failure for several million was thus prevented 
in Wail street Thursday and the market for 
securities, though at times depressed by clos- 
ing of heavy loans, has been extremely dull 
without material decline. 

Money on call is more abundant and lower, 
as many interioy,loans have been paid since 
the banks to send currency away and 
advanced their rates for renewing or+ extend- 
ing such loans, but there ie little relief as re- 
spects mercantile accommodations, The use 
of checks in the place of currency increases, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury in answer 
to an inquiry has stated that no legal objec- 
tion exists to the use of sight drafts on New 
York for small sums in payment of hands. 
The difficulty of collections and the interrup- 
tion of exchanges are nearly as serious as 
ever. 

The number of industrial establishments re- 
suming begins to compare fairly with the 
number stopping work. It cannot as yet be 
said that the army of unemployed has begun 
to decrease, but the additions to it are much 
smaller than in previous weeks. Many re- 


sumptions only show that the stoppage was 


really temporary or that wage controversies 
have been settled. 

A little better demand appears for some 
products, such as wire nails and barbed wire, 
of which important producers have been idle 
for nearly two mon but in general 
consumption has so far decreased that 
ern furnaces are offering pig iron at low fig- 
ures here and standard makers in Pennsyl- 
vania are contémplating a reduction in prices. 

The weekly outpat of Connelleville coke is 
37,585 tons, 127,711 ovens being idle and 
only 4,622 in operation. Numerous can- 
cellations of orders have depressed lake cop- 
per to 94g cents, nearly the lowest price on 
record, 

The shipments of boots and shoes from 
Boston show a decrease compared with last 
year of 36 cent for the week, 21 per 
cent since June, and countermands Still offset 
new orders at the East, though somewhat 
more activity is reported here and at Phila- 
delphia on account of Southern buying. The 
textile manufacturers show no improvement, 
and dispatches mention twenty-four mills as 
having closed indefinitely and several others 
temporarily. Twelve mills which temporari- 
ly closed have now resumed. The demand 
for goods is narrow and uncertainty about col- 
lections and supplies of currency for 
turn the scale in many cases. 

The markets during the last week have not 
been active. In stocks the average of prices 
chan little, and sales for the entire week 
have less have sometimes been re- 
corded in a single active day.

Though currency is at a premium of 1 to 
2 per cent the demand is less than a week 
ago. Receipts of gold from Europe during 
the last week have been $6,700,000, but the 
Bank of England has raised its rate to 5 per 
cent, which is expected to stop further ship- 
ments of gold to this country, and the Bank 
of France has lost during the last week about 
$1,600,000. 

The absorption of money has not yet 
ceased, and credit substitutes in use as yet 
poorly supply its place.

Of 
the commercial failures in the United States, 
149 were in Eastern States, 65 in Southern, 
and 180 in Western.

Brown, late postmaster at Whitfield; A. F.

Hannon, John T. Tillman, W. L. Tinsley, 
Clarence Lee, Charles P. 1 a prominent 
attorney here, and a number of. other post- 
masters in Spartansburg County, for obtain- 
ing pianos, organs, typewriters, 
machines, bicycles, sawmills, carriages, 
merchandise of every description by the 
fraudulent use of the mails and for defraud- 
ing the United States by the falsification 
of cancellations of postage stamps. 

The sharpest inspectors of the department 
have been working on the case two years. 
During all that time they have been convinced 
that C. P. Barrett, one of the best-known at- 
tornays here an influential man, was 
moving spirit of the swindlers. It was during 
the Harrison administration that Barrett was 
made referee in the matter of Federal appoint- 
ments. Tohim the department referred all 
applications for tmasterships in this dis- 
trict.

Inspectors were at different times detailed on 
the case, but they did not get much evidence 
of fraud. A short time ago Inspector Peer 
went to work and the arrest of Barrett anda 
dozen others resulted.

There is probably some 
truth in this criticism; it is certain, at any 
rate, that Angelica’s work finds little favor at 
the present day. Her sex debarred her from 
attending the Life Schools of the time, 
and in consequence her drawi was feeble 
and incorrect. She drew hurriedly, puttin 
in the costumes and figures with her penc 
before she took her paiette in her hand, trust- 
ing very much to the delicate combination of 
color, y te which she was famous, to conceal 
the false outlines into which there is no deny- 
ing she was often betrayed. . . Where 
Angelica, however, failed most was in the 
large canvases upon which she exhausted her 
invention, reproducing the eternal 
histories of heathen mythology. Eneas, 
Ulysses, Hector. Menelaus. Telem- 
achus, repeat themselves with, it must be 
owned, wearisome fidelity. Some of these are 
dreadful; ‘ wishy-washy canvases,’ Leslie 
calls them; her heroes look like girls dressed 
up as men. Her figures are full of indecis- 
ion, and their feet never seem to take a firm 

rasp of the ground.“ Opperinann’s verdict, 

owever, is worth quoting. ‘ There have 
been few artists, he says, who remained as 
she did, so persistently true to her own nat- 
ure.

“From the Five Rivers,“ by Mrs. F. A. Steel. 
It may be conjectured that if Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling had never written his Plain Tales 
from the Hills“ we should never have had the 
pleasure of reading the volume before us. 
And that would have been our loss, 
for, although Mrs. Steel has 
not the vigor of Kipling, she 
is an interesting and sympathetic writer, with 
a genuine vocation for literature. She nat- 
uraily understands the domestic life of wom- 
en better than Mr. Kipling does, and women 
play an important part in most of her stories. 
At a Girl's School” is one of the best of 
these. The author does not formally invoke 
our sympathy for Fatma, the sharp-tongued 
but kind-hearted, active, industrious girl 
who is so shamefully imposed on by 
her idle, worthless relatives; she is 
content to tell the story simply but im pres- 
sively and leave the rest with human nature, 
From her stories one receives a vivid idea of 
the subdordination of Eastern women and of 
the dead weight of custom and superstition 
under which they lie. The disfavor with 
which childless women are regarded in India 
isan important elementin the pathetic and 
thoroughly characteristic story of Gun esh 
Chund, and traces of it occur in Shah Su- 
jah’s Mouse and The Blue Monkey.“ 
The latter is an amusing tale. The Moham- 
medans and the Hindus of Tehadpore engage 
in fierce legal strife, all because Hunuman 
Sing has puta blue monkey on a gilt spike 
atop of the only Hindu temple in the town. 
Hunumän's father, however, who has no taste 
for martyrdom, sacrifices his dignity on the 
altar of peace. Risu solvuntur tabule, The 
woman in the case is Hunumän's mother, 
who, ever since her pilgrimage to Shah 
Sultan had been rewarded by the long-prayed- 
for son, had looked on him as doubly depend- 
ent on the favor of the — very name, 
Hunuman, having been bestowed on him be- 
cause she had seen a monkey when she first 
regained consciousness after the curious hys- 
terical crisis which seizes on most women at 
that most famous shrine. The inference be- 
ing, of course, that the monkey god was re- 
sponsible for the baby—a presumption not in 
the least weakened by the fact that Shah Sul- 
tan was a Mohammedan saint to whom 
monkeys and gods were an abomination.”’ 

Shah Sujah's shrine is also much frequent- 
ed by childless women. But the first born 
children ef women who owe their happiness 
to the intercession of Shah Sujah are dedicat- 
ed to the service of the saint, and bear the 
token of the mother’s vow in a skull nar- 
rowed to the contours of a new-born babe’s, 
conical, repulsive, like a rat's.“ These poor 
creatures are called Shah Sujah’s mice.’ 

Whatever the truth may be; whether, as some 
say, the new-born babes brought to reared, 
like Samuel in the temple, are born as other 
babies, and the typical distortion produced by 
slow pressure—as in lesser degree the coveted 
bomb-like foreheads of the Sindhi women are 

roduced ; or whether. as others hold,.a tradition 
avorable to the wealth of the shrine is kept up, 
and additional gain assured by the secret ex- 
change, through agents all over India. of the 
normal babies for that reentage of 
microcephalous infants which nature 
makes-—-this much is certain: All children 
dedicated to Shah Sujah are his mice. There are 
hundreds of them—growing up at the shrine, dy- 
ing there, and during the cold months spreading 
overthe length and breadth of India, beggi 
with unvarying success of all women, fru tful 
and unfruitful; living meanwhile on the broken 
food given them, but hoarding the money with an 
odd unconsciousness of all save that in some mys- 
terious way it belongs tothe saint; then, as the 
heat returns, wandering back like a homi 
pigeon to the insignificant little shrine at Cujra 
which means so much to so many. 

Shahbash, the grotesquely ugly grave-digger 
in the story of Suttee, accounts for his un- 
comeliness by a theory sufficiently flattering to 
his self-love: A fairy had fallen in love 
with him as a babe, when (as might be au- 
gured from his name, which meant Well 
Done! Bravo!) he must have been 
of extraordinary beauty. Her jealous deter- 
mination to keep his rfections to herself 
had attained its object in roundabout fashion 
by preventing the eyes of others from seeing 
him as he really was. Hence the distortion 
lay with them.“ The concluding . story, In 
a Citron Garden, is an impressive bit of 
tragedy, the effect of which is enhanced by 
the tropical luxuriance of the setting. 

Mrs. Steel’s ballads betray the influence of 
Kipling, but are less successful than her prose 
writings. Her Songs of the People” reflect 
in a measure the nature, habits, and condi- 
tions of life of the Punjabi peasantry. Here 
is one of them:

Mr. Stephen Grail has relied on his knowl- 
edge of gypsy character to give interest to his 
romance entitled The Nameless City.“ Hid- 
den in a gorge among the mountains of Ma- 
jorca there lies, he would have us believe, a 
city of caves, inhabited only by gypsies. It 
is a city of refuge, founded centuries ago in 
an age of persecution, and to it, in conform- 
ity with ancient custom, all gypsies resort at 
least once in their lives. This Rommany 
Mecca is known to the pilgrims as Egypt,“ 
but that is not its true name. Only one per- 
son, the Queen of all the gypsies, may learn 
the city’s real name, for if it were known and 
told Rommany folk would lose their 
home. Before the Queen’s death she confides

A love story has been hitched on 
rather clumsily to the general scheme of the 
novel, and there are some picturesque de- 
scriptions of gypsy rites and ceremonies.

Mrs. Ingra- 
ham is made to say, for instance: At the 
age of 3 years oo matched himself iu 
the ring against Ben of Windsor.“ Of course 
it was the speaker, and not her father, who 
was 3 years old at the time of the fight; but 
why in Murray’s name did she not say so?

We confess our distaste for novels which 
depict the idle, aimless life of English fash- 
ionable society—a society of which a dis- 
tinguished writer has said that its occupation 
is without object and its indolence without 
repose. The world as known to the English 
femaie novelist seems such a tame, circum- 
scribed affair, and its dwellers make so serious 
a business of frivolity as to excite one’s pro- 
foundest pity. characters in Aunt 
Johnnie,“ indeed, are less hampered by 
their environment than is usually the 
case, Aunt Johnnie herself is a 
pretty lively person. But one must be 
very young or very easily amused to enjoy 
the trivial chit-chat with which the author has 
sought to conceal her 8 of invention. 
And the young girls who enjoy this sort of 
thing are just the — to whom it is least 
innoxious. The implications underlying all 
stories of this character have a materializ 
tendency which cannot but injure a youthfu 
reader, on whose mind the impression re- 
mains that to marry a rich man and move in 
the best society constitutes the whole duty 
of woman. Yet “Aunt Johnnie is by no 
means a bad story of its kind; only the kind 
is not a good one. 


Brief Mention. 

Lorenzo de Medici,“ by Edith Carpenter. 
In this sketch of the life and times of Lorenzo 
the Magnificent Miss Carpenter has brought 
into prominence the representative character 
of the man asa type of the Italian Renais- 
sance. He is no mighty spirit, wrestling 
with the problems of life and anticipating the 
future,” she says; “he is simply a 
landmark between the old and the new. 
the medieval and the modern, reflecting 
in the mirror of his individuality the spirit of 
each. It is the vividness of this mirror, his 
individuality so much stronger than that of 
most men, that gives him his special histori- 
cal value as the typical Italian of the early 
Renaissance. Thus he was and will always re- 
main the one inost complete expression of his 
time.“ The chapter on Lorenzo as Poet 
of Out-of-Doors, which illustrates this 
criticism on its literary side, is 
one of the. most interesting in the 
book. Miss Carpenter denies that the 
elements of a true democracy were present in 
the Florence of Lorenzo’s day. Accordingly 
she takes a lenient view of Lorenzo's political 
conduct. ‘I confess to a feeling of pity,” 
she says, “ for those historians of one idea— 
the democratic idea—who are unable to take 
any pleasure in the abundant charm of Lo- 
renzo de Medici, because, forsooth, he it was 
who consummated the change in Florence 
from an alleged democracy to the 
rule of one man. Without commend- 
ing what a man does it is possible 
to appreciate the versatility of talents that 
enables him to do it so well, to separate 
wholly the moral objection to the thing done 
from the purely intellectual admiration for the 
apt manner of doing it. In this way we may 
exercise a wise economy of potential pleasure 
and at the same time elucidate our criticism 
of life by the abstraction of at ieast one mud- 
dle of narrowness—the confusion of things 
moral with things intellectual.” It is only a 
taste for paradoxes, she says, that represerits 
Lorenzo as a polished villain, ‘ Symonds 
says somewhere that Lorenzo had everything 
but moral greatness, and this is probably a 
just estimate of this versatile ruler, poet, and 
man of pleasure.“ Miss Carpenter thinks 
that Savonarola showed in the matter of Lo- 
renzo’s benefactions a feeling that was 
spiteful, smell, unworthy of a large nature. 
It is hard to write the history of this period 
impartially, and Miss Carpenter’s sympathies

ALLY FOR ORANGE TREES. 
Australian Ladybug Introduced to Destroy 
California’s Tree Pests. 

The Australian ladybug has found a new 
ally in her warfare upon thescale insects that 
prey upon the orange trees of California, 
says the San Francisco Call. The newcomer 
rejoices in the classic name of Orcus chaly- 
beus. She is better known among English 
speaking people as the steel-colored lady- 
bug. Her predatory assaults are confined 
to the destruction of the red scale. The 
orange-growers have been fortunate in the 
importation of insects that attack the white 
scale and the black scale, but until the advent 
of the Oreus chalybeus they have found no 
foe to cope with red scale. 

The o rdists of Los Angeles and Orange 
Counties are exceedingly jubilant over the 
discovery made within the last few days that 
this steel-colored iuseot is sapping the vitality 
of that destructive pest known as the red 


scale. For the last year a feeling of uncer- 
tainty has prevailed as to whether this new 
bug would accomplish anything useful. Ex- 
perts had denounced it as worthless in this 
climate, however valuable it may have been 
in Australia. It was shipped to this port on 
ice, and for thirty days it was on cold storage. 
This period was passed on shipboard. It waa 
not believed that the Orcus chalybeus could 
survive the voyage across the Pacific journey- 
ing in such fashion; and therefore it was pre- 
dicted that her career of usefulness in attack- 
ing the red scale would be confined to Austra- 

ia. 

For several days past Secretary Lelong of 
the State Board of Horticulture has been in 
the receipt of letters from Los Angelesorangé 
growers requesting him to take steps te pro. 
tect the new parasite. The discovery of its 
value asa beneficial predaceous insect had 
tempted owners of orchards infested with the 
red scale to swoop down upon the only colony 
of the Orcus chalybeus in Angeles County. 
This colony was located in the Kercheval 
orchard, and was exposed to the r of 
heing strip of its last steel-colored lady- 
bug. Pending the action of the State Board 
of Horticulture the Board of Supervisors of 
Los Angeles has appointed an officer to repel 
the raiders, and thus allow the parasite to 
propagate and multiply its species without in- 
terruption. 

The Orcus chalybeus was brought to Cal- 
ifornia from Australia last September by Al- 
bert Koebele, the discoverer, of the Vedalia 
cardinalis, who was sent to Australia to col- 
lect and import into this State rasites and 
predaceous insects. The islature in 1891 
made an appropriation of $5,000 to defray 
his expenses, his salary being paid by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Prof. Koebele suc. 
ceeded in collecting about forty different 
species of bugs, which he brought to this 
country in the hope that some of them would 
prove to be enemies of the various scales at- 
poking the orange and lemon trees of this 

tate. 

In Australia these insects are preyed upon 
by a minute parasite, and for that reason they 
do not increase there so as to be of much 
effect on the red scale. Prof. Koebele reared 
all the larya he found ina room, and from 
every 1,000 of larva he would get only a very 
small proportion of beetles, as the larva was 
destroyed by the parasite before changing to 
the beetle state. For reason no larva was 
sent, as there was danger of introducing the 
parasite to prey on all the ladybugs now 
there, including the native species. 

The Orcus chalybeus has but two genera- 
tions, although beeties can be found during 
eveby | in the year. Theeggs are depos- 
ited by hibernated insects in early sp 4 
Spider-webs seem to be preferred on whic 
to fasten the eggs. Often on single long 
threads rows of eggs can be seen. This is 
done, it is — to protect them from 
their many enemies.

he represented: e declared that 
was proud of not being European by birth or 
education, and considered the remarks of Dr. 
Kohler as unreasonably bitter. 

Dr. Gottheil quickly rose to call Dr. Phil- 
lipson to order, and asked him to speak upon 
the subject before the house, whereupon the 
latter retorted that the venerable doctor him- 
self had spoken upon irrelevant and minor 
matters. 

The dispute waxed hot, and the Rev. Schul- 
man of Kansas City attempted to make a de- 
tense of Dr. Kohler. His efforts were thwart- 
ed by half the members of the conference, 
who jumped to their feet and shouted accusa- 
tions, defenses, and calls to order innumera- 
ble. Such a babel of confusion arose that not 
a word could be distinguished, while above 
the din resounded the blows of Dr. Wise’s 
gavel as he gees for order, 

** Brethren, cried, do you think that 
this is a caucus of politicians?’’ With other 
sarcastic remarks and vigorous application of 
his gavel the doctor silenced the uproar and 
order was restored, 

Resolution Adopted. 


The conference then passed the resolution of 
the committee, which read as follows: 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
to collaborate in editing a book of the religious 
and ethical teachings of Judaism accord to 
ideas of modern reform in America, to contain, (1) 
| a brief and popular exposition of these ideas for 
the use of teachers ults (if desired as an in- 
troduction to the work); (2) a simple and sys- 
tematic exposition of these te for home 
and school instruction ; 12 a manual of instruc- 
tion for confirmation of classes. 

This book is to be submitted to the mem- 
bers of the conference for criticism and sug- 
gestion, and when completed to be presented 
to the conference for indorsement. ,

Keep the Dining- Room Dark- charming 
Floral Decorations. 

A formal luncheon party in the summer 
with the thermometer in the eighties is a try- 
ing thing fur both hostess and guests, but 
there are times when circumstances force 
such entertainments into existence. Then it 
becomes an art to suggest in all possible ways 
thoughts of coolness. The dining-room 
should be keptas dark as possible all the 
morning before, and any glare oſ sunlight 
should be carefully shut out even during 
the luncheon, though no artificial light 
should be used. Iced bouillon or de- 
licious little melons or oranges filled 
with water ices form a tempting opening 
course, and as few hot dishes as possible 
should be served. If the temperature hasnot 
robbed the hostess of all her 2 she can 
arrange without much trouble a delightfully 
cool decoration in the floral way.
